After a severe 
fight they were compelled to surrender. 
The prisoners are Major Sturges ami # 
officers and ‘>■•0 nonoo*Bmiaakj«*d officers 
and men of the Northumberland, and 
two officers and about *50 noncommiss­ 
ioned officers and men of the Irish 
fusileers. 
It is impossible to state the 
number of dead or wounded to the 
British. 
The Boers captured three can­ 
nons and tw o am m unition wagons.

W hile it appears to be generally ad­ 
mitted that General Gatacre is inclined 
to overwork his men. Lord Durkam s re­ 
marks are considered in rather bad 
taste. 
Until General Gatacre has given 
his explanation it is felt that considera­ 
ble allowance must be made for the 
extreme difficulty of getting intelligence 
in a country whose inhabitants are in 
strong sympathy with the enemy. 
Stormberg is described as a stronger 
position than Laings Nek.

In Stormberg it 
is also said to be an almast impregnable 
position; and as no troops are available 
to reinforce the columns acting in those 
directions it became evident that Gen­ 
eral Gatacre’s misfortune or error will 
delay the invasion of the Free State, 
perhaps some weeks.
